The 28-year-old Livingston 
was sentenced to death in the 
electric chair Thursday 
night by a Dallas jury and 
now joins Robert Excel 
White in his wait to be 
executed. 
Livingston was convicted 
an i sentenced by a six-man, 
six-woman 
jury 
which 
deliberated a little over two 
hours on his guilt or in­ 
nocence and approximately 
the same time on his sen­ 


tence. 
The trial was conducted in 
D allas by 199th D istrict 
Judge Tom Ryan of Plano 
after Ryan granted a change 
of venue motion to move the 
trial from McKinney. 
White’s trial also was held 
in Dallas. 
Livingston, along with 
White 
and 
L ivingston’s 
younger brother, 24-year-old 
Gary Dale, were charged 
with the shooting deaths of 
P rin c e to n 
sto re o w n e r 
Preston Broyles, 63, and two 
customers, 18-year-old Billy 
St. John 
and 
18-year-old 
Gary Coker, on May 12 of 
last year.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (UPI) — Sen. Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey, D-Minn., plans to pay an estimated $240,000 when he 
gets a bill from the Internal Revenue Service, his press 
secretary Betty South said Thursday. 
Humphrey owes the money in back taxes and interest 
because the IRS disallowed a deduction of $199,153 for vice 
presidential papers he donated to the state historical society.

Lawn Preparation Viewed 


BY JACK LAIR 
Area agronomist 
To establish a new lawn, 
consider the soil preparation 
closely. Rigid adherence to a 
good clean seedbed is most 
important. 
The area to be established 
should be plowed about six 
inches deep, if possible, then 
should be worked into a fine 
texture with a disk harrow 
After disking, the a re a 
should be graded, if needed, 
dragged w ith a steel mat and 
rolled. This is most 
im­ 
portant if Bermuda seeding 
is to be done Where sodding 
is done the use of the mat 
would not 
be 
necessary. 
Rolling is recom m ended 
after sodding. 
Bermuda seeding requires 
one pound of good, viable 
hulled seed per 1,000 square 
feet of area. After sowing the 
seed, roll them into the

surface of the seedbed. Seed 
in 
middle 
March 
and 
sprinkle the seeded area 
twice 
daily 
until 
g e r­ 
mination. Thereafter, water 
daily until the seedlings are 
established. Daily watering 
prevents

so 
hazardous 
to 
young 
seedlings. 
Bermuda 
sodding 
or 
sprigging 
is 
the 
most 
satisfactory way to establish 
this grass. Shallow furrows 
spaced about 
15 inches 
should be opened about three 
inches deep and small pieces 
of roots or sod should be 
dropped every 15 inches in 
the furrow. 
Cover the roots or sod and 
firm with a roller, then.

A child’s garden may be

The 
best approach would be to 
construct a raised bed at 
least six inches deep with 
cedar, treated pine, old 
railroad ties, etc. Fill it with 
a good loose soil mix such 
as: one part top soil, one part 
sand and one part organic 
matter (pine bark, rice 
hulls, compost, peat moss or 
manure 
that’s 
finished 
heating) 
and 
two-three 
pounds of a good fertilizer 


such as 10-20-10 or 12-24-12 
per IOO square feet. 
This soil can easily be 
mixed by first wetting the 
organic matter in a pile on 
the driveway. On top of this, 
shovel the sand and on top of 
the sand the soil. Add the
